Data Looks Good 
For Fall Enrollment 


“Potomac State College has 
experienced a significant increase 
in the number of admitted 
students for Fall 2002, which 
should translate into some 
positive news,” says Beth Little, 
Director of Enrollment Services. 

Last year, Potomac State 
experienced the highest percent¬ 
age increase in enrollment of 
any state college or university in 
West Virginia. The climb began 
with the 2001 enrollment when 
PSC had a 13% increase from 
the previous year. 

According to Little, “Our data 
looks promising for another good 
year of enrollment. While it’s 


unlikely that we’ll continue to see 
big increases like last fall, we’re 
optimistic that enrollment will 
stabilize and we’ll continue to 
experience moderate increases.” 

As of the end of July, resi¬ 
dence halls were almost at full 
capacity and one hundred percent 
occupancy is projected for the fall. 

“The campus community has 
continued to work very hard this 
year to maintain our enrollment 
progress, and I think students and 
parents continue to see the value 
of starting their successful edu¬ 
cational journey at Potomac 
State College,” stated Little.

Potomac State College’s New Ag Coordinator Excited About 

Program’s Future. .. Ag Program Awarded <$200,000 from WV Legislature

T hose in doubt over the 
future of agriculture at 
Potomac State College 
may breathe easier, according to 
Tom Brand, Jr., the new Interim 
Coordinator for Agriculture, as 
the institution will continue to 
offer its Agriculture Program to 
future students. 

The college, along with the 
WVU Davis School of Agriculture, 
Forestry, and Consumer Sciences, 
is currently reviewing ways to 
update and integrate new tech¬ 
nologies into the program. The 
reason for these changes, Brand 
said, is to ensure that future stu¬ 
dents are fully prepared to assist 
in the agricultural growth, not 
only in the state and nation, but 
throughout the world. 

Some of the state’s key 
economic growth opportunities 
identified, he said, are in poultry 
production, aquaculture, and 
forest technology. 

“These findings have led us to 
analyze the existing curriculums 
to determine what adjustments 
are needed to meet these grow¬ 
ing opportunities.” 

To help implement these 
adjustments, a newly created 
advisory board of 15 is about to 
be formed. Board members will 
be experts in their fields — “It will 
be a Who’s Who in forestry and 
agriculture in the state,” remarked 
Mary Rittling, president of PSC 
— and will hopefully include rep¬ 
resentatives from Pilgrim’s Pride, 
Allegany Wood Products, 
MeadWestvaco, the Department 
of Agriculture, and the head of 
the Cattlemen’s Association, 
among others. Brand will take the 
ideas generated by the board to 
update the current facilities. 
“Having an advisory board to a 
school is not uncommon in higher 
education,” Rittling said. 

Potomac State is continuing 
its Ag Living and Learning 
Environment, a program offering 
agriculture students the chance 


to live together. The only change 
is to move them from Reynolds 
Hall to two floors in Friend Hall 
for reasons of space. 

As for Sunday’s rally against 
the alleged sale of the lower 
farm, “It is not for sale, nor has it 
been for sale since PSC pur¬ 
chased it ten years ago,” Brand 
said. “We value our farmland as 
an integral instructional resource. 
However, all farmland, facilities, 
and equipment are being evalu¬ 
ated to determine the best use to 
more efficiently support the 
Agriculture and Forestry programs. 
Already the need has been iden¬ 
tified for new structures on both 
the upper and lower farms. A new 
free-stall barn was completed this 
past winter and existent buildings 
are undergoing repair on the upper 
farm. A new barn and treatment 
lagoon are nearing completion on 
the lower farm.” 

The greenhouse operation 
will also continue to be offered, 
he said. 

“While the greenhouse is being 
prepared to raise plants for use 
on campus, the facility is being 
evaluated to determine its best 
educational use. Suggestions 
have included using part of the 
greenhouse for a small aquacul¬ 
ture or hydroponics project.” 

These changes have the 
support of WVU, the WV 
Legislature, and the PSC admin¬ 
istration — David Hardesty, pres¬ 
ident of WVU; Cameron Hackney, 
Dean of WVU Davis School of 
Agriculture, Forestry, and Consumer 
Sciences; Delegate Jerry 
Mezzatesta, D-Hampshire; 
Delegate Harold Michael, D-Hardy; 
and Rittling are all in agreement 
and supportive of the changes, 
Brand said. So much so that the 
Legislature awarded $200,000 to 
the PSC’s Ag Program recently. 

“If I can’t pull this off with all 
the tools I’ve been handed I better 
quit,” Brand said with a smile.

Interim Coordinator for Agriculture. 

In this position he will implement 
the new five-pronged agricultural 
action plan in cooperation with 
West Virginia University’s Davis 
School of Agriculture. The plan 


addresses organization and man¬ 
agement, the updating of the 
agricultural and forestry programs, 
the reorganization of farm opera¬ 
tions, and expansion of the agri¬ 
cultural curriculum to include 
aquaculture, bio-security, poultry 
production and more. A strong 
emphasis will be incorporating 
modem technology into the program. 

Brand will also organize an 
Agricultural and Forestry Advisory 
Committee representing all major 
agriculture- and forestry-related 


interests in the state that will act 
as consultants and guide the 
college in its efforts to keep its 
curriculums current. 

Brand is originally from 
Morgantown, WV, having earned 
his bachelor’s degree in Agricultural 
Engineering from West Virginia 
University. He later returned to the 
University for graduate studies in 
Groundwater Hydrology.
